Lexington,  Ky.,  Feb.  ML — The 
meeting  of  the  Democratic  State  Cen- 
tral Committee  in  Lexington  Mon- 
day, which  ended  in  another  victory 
Cor  Congressman  J.  Campbell  Can- 
trill,  was  a  regular  Kilkenny  eat 
affair,  «o  far  as  the  Democratic 
b  ret  hem  were  concerned.  And  that 
t  resulted  in  a  third  consecutive  vic- 
tory within  a  month  for  the  red- 
headed fanner-politician  from 
Scott  county  was  no  suiprise  to 
those  who  know  that  gentleman's 
peculiar  habit  of  getting  away  with 
the  horns,  hide  and  hair  of  his  op- 
ponents. 

Mr.  Cantrill  won  his  contention  for 
primary  March  1&  by  the  follow- 
ing votes:

Against  the  Cautrill  call—  Thomas 
A.  Combs,  Seventh  District;  J.  A 
Sullivan.  Eighth  District  :  H.  K. 
Cox.  Tenth  District;  Woodson  Hoy, 

Mr.  Cantrill  in  his  address  to  the 
committee,  said  some  mighty  mean 
things  about  Judge  Sam  Wilson,  of 
Lexington.  He  accused  the  Judge  of 
being  a  Republican  election  officer 
in  the  Goebel  election  of  1899.  of 
having  sought  the  Republican  en- 
dorsement for  Congress  on  a  Fusion 
ticket  in  1910.  and  of  having  been 
in  sympathy  generally  with  the  cuss- 
ed Republicans.  The  crowd,  which 
iii'Hilded  Quite  a  number  of  politi- 
cians from  a  number  of  the  coun- 
ties, including  Fayette,  who  have 
trained  in  the  past  with  the  liquor 
element  in  the  Democratic  party  in 
the  district  and  state,  -whooped 
tilings  up  for  Cantrill  and  applauded 
every  time  he  landed  on  Judge  Wil 
son  and  his  supporters.  Especially 
<tid  they  become  voeifarous  when 
Cautrill  asked  "if  the  time  had  conic 
in  the  Seventh  District  when  the 
State  Central  Committee  should  turn 
over  the  Democratic  party  to  the 
men  who  had.  knifed  it  very  chance 
they  got." 

By  the  way  a  great  hole  was  torn 
in  the  alleged  Democratic  harmony 
that  is  said  to  prevail  in  tin;  Seventh 
District.  Cantrill  had  only  2.900 
majority  over  Commissioner  of  Ag- 
riculture M.  C.  Rankin  two  years 
ago.  There  is  a  bare  possibility 
that  a  live  Republican  would  put 
Cam  on  the  shelf  along  with  the  oth- 
er members  of  the  Third  House  and 
the  old  regime  at  this  falls's  elec- 
tion. The  Lexington  Herald  Tues- 
day wades  into  the  State  Committee 
and  declares  that  its  action  puts  the 
stamp  of  approval  on  sharp  practi- 
ces and  that  the  precedent  it  sets  is 
practically  an  invitation  to  political 
highway  robbery  for  the  future.  It 
'is  truly  sad  to  see  the  brethern  thus 
fail  to  dwell  together  in  unity,  es- 
pecially in  a  Presidential  year.

J.  F.  Warren  and  X.  K.  Sim- 
mons, and  others,  who  went  to  the 
Wood  home  Sunday  morning  and 
made  obesrvatioss  of  Mrs.  Wood's 
body. 

Dra,  Warren  and  Simmons  testi- 
fied that  victims  of  gas  poisoning,  or 
asphyxiation,  become  almost  black 
before  or  soon  after  their  death, 
while  there  was  no  discoloration  no- 
ticeable in  the  face  or  upon  the  body 
of  Mrs.  Wood  when  her  body  was 
found. 

They  testified  that  when  they  first 
-aw  Mrs.  Wood  after  her  death,  a

■>dnr  of  what  they  believed  might 
I  have  been  some  drug,  and  not  the 
fumes  of  escaped  or  burnt  gas.  was 
noticed  in  the  closed  bedroom.
